Home remedies and slabs 
of bacon hasten it, The earlior they’ 
appear, the more serlous the attack, 
Portunatcly, it ig always possible to 
yrevont lockjaw, provided no dolay fal- 
lows the injury, The method is to have 
a doctor inject antitoxin—poisom anti- 
}dote-—into the patient’s flesh, This 


ikills the poisons as faat as they are 
Fgiven off by the lockjaw germs, which { 


are a veritable mino of poisona at the 
site of the sore. If treatment is de- 
layed until lockjaw symptoms appear 
thore is little hope of eure, It is then 
too Jate. . 

Tn the interval which may elapse hoe- 
fore the doctor can arrive it is ndvis- 
able to wash the wound thoroughly with 
aoap anil water, and to flood it before 
binding it up with common peroxide of 
hydrogen, After this has been done 
the wound should be covered, but on no 
necount ned a handkerchief or an old 
rag, but get a strip of antiseptic band- 
age. A package of antisoptic bandage 
should always be in readiness in every 
houschold, A clean open wonnd which 
bieeds freely is little likely to harbor 
the germs. of lockjaw. 

The light and air and oxygen strik- 
ing into it kil them, anil the flowing 
blood washes them out, In all such 
enses, unlosy tha flow of blood is ax- 
cessive, it ig well to make no effort to 
stop it. It.will cease of itself in a few 
maments, 

The uso of such homely remedies as 
bacon and spider webs to stop the 
flow is foolhardy and frequently fatal. 
Tho average spider web, particularly if 
it comes from a cellar or a stable, ig 
alive with germs. But no matter how 
amall the wound may be it is well te 
have a doctor dress it. He alone is 
capable of washing it as it should be 
washed and of estimating the likeli- 
hood of infection, His fea is money 
woll invested, It may buy only in- 
surance against a long and terrible ill 
ness, but then again it may buy ingur- 
ince against death,

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BROILERS FOR MARKET. 
Weights and Breeds of Poultry Pre- 


ferred—Separate Chickens Chosen 
for Broilers and Feed Liborally. 


Wow is the time to get broilers ready 
for market in order to got the highes$ 
Prices, Broilers are young ¢hickeny 
weighing from three-fourths to 2 


most common size. Tho production of 
broilers as o special business hay beast 
tried without success on many poultry 
farms in the northeastern part of this 
eouutry. Broilers, however, are raised 


guccessinlly and at a good profit both} 


ou. poultry farms and also where only a 
few fowls are kept, the broilers boing 
the cockoralg which are a by-product in 
the raising of pullets for egg produc- 
tion. 

The general-purpose breeds of fowls, 
such as the Plymouth Rocks, Wyau- 
dottes, Rhode Island Reds, and Orping- 


broilers, These chickens should weigh 
from 2 to 2 1-3 nounds (live woight) 
at 11 to 18 weeks of age. The Leg- 
horns are not 40 well adapted for broil- 
ers, a8 their chickens are smaller, but 
they mako fair broilers, weighing from 
1 to 2 pounds. Ali Leghorn cockerels, 
except those saved for breeding stuck, 
should be sold as broilers, as they are 
not well adapted for market after pasa: 
ing bayond tho size. White chickens 
make the most attractive and exsily 
dressed broilers, as their pin fonthers 
are not a0 apparent when the chickens 
rare proparedl for market. Chickens of 
the general-purposo breeds make good 
market poultry after they pass the 
broiler size, bnt many of theso, espre: 
jally those hatched carly, are marketed 
to best advantage as broilera, both on 
account of the high price paid for 
broilers, and because by selling tho 
cockerela at this age the pulleta are 
usually given 2 botter chance to devel: 
op. 

The cockerels should be separated 
from tho pulleta ag soon ag the sox 
can be readily distinguished, the most 
promising chickens being saved for 
breeding stock, Tho sex is usually told 
by the dovclopment of the head points, 
tall, nl gonoral male characteristics in 
the cockercls, and this requires some 
skill and practice. The chickens aclected 
aw broilers may be forced more rapidly 
than those saved for breeding stock, 
(ick growth can be produced by dl- 
siting them juto flocks of 50 or Iesa 
and confining thea to small pens for 
$4 fy 18 eaya liofore they ato market- 
ed.

fhe most valuable crop prown on the 
average Farm. We hear and read of 


er feeds profitably for hay. I believe 
this is poasiblo, if ono is familiar with 
the feeding veluos of different crops 
aud can combine them to obtain the 
best results. In these times of short 
hours and high cost of help many of. us 
ennnot meet the extra expense of rais- 
ing anbstitutes when hay costa go littla 
in compnricon, 

Wo. look forward to our hay when 
we begin to break the aod, for the firat 
crop in the rotation, whieh ia usally 
potatoes. 

Tt may be well to mention that on 
** Daybreak Farm,'' where the writer 
ia most familiar with the soil and eon- 
ditions, we have an abundance of atone 
of various sizes, ranging from. thoge as 
large aga pees. ogg to those weighing 
several tons--thus inereasing the cost 
of or crops, Nature has been kind 
and turned eur rocky hillside toward 
the east and aouth, thus enabling the 
sunshina to let loose the necessary ele- 
ments whieh make grass grow sani off- 
eet, in a mensore, fhe expense of han- 
ling stone, 

In breaking the sod we aim to plow 
deep tad ture tle furrows so as to 
avoid, ag much as poasible, any obstruc- 
tion to good drainage, Tho soil ia nat! 
urally springs aml wets henee, in lay: 
ings the Torrawa up and down the hill, 
we sceure a fine surface drainage which 
enables us to work tlie lanl mueh carli- 
er than when plowed along the side of!

From 10,000 to 25,000 eonsumptives 
West in search of health every year, 
Such is an estimate made by the Nat- 
Sonal Assovintion for the Study ant 
Prevention of Tuberculosis in a state. 
moni issued recently baaed Gn recent 
investiyationsof the United States 
Public Health Service. The Assovis. 
tion concludes that there are at present 
between 100,000 and 200,000 consump. 
tives in, the States of Califormia, Ari 
jzona, New Moxieo, Texas and Colorardn, 

Investigations were made during the 
past year by Surgeons of the Unite; 
States Public Health Sorvice, 2. 4M, 
Carrington in California, G. A. Swoot in 
Texas and New Mexico, and A, D, Fo 
ter in North and South Carolina. The 
National Association draws the follow 
ing conclusions from thege studies: 

(1) Thousands of conaumptives at- 
tracted Ly the climate migrate ever, 
year to the West and Southwest. Whit 
no defnite figures ean be procured, the 
facts ascertained would indicate an 
annual migration of at least 10,000 an. 
possible 15,000 futo the States of Cali. 
fornia, Arizona, Colarado, New Mexi- 
eo and Texas. 

(2) From a0 to 50 per cont of these 
consumptives are hopeless cases and 
tlie within six months after their ar 
tival, the poreentage of those dying 
within 20 daya ranning as high ag 15.
